NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—(UP)—A 
new neutrality act authorizing the 
President to embargo to belligerents 
“all articles and commodities essen- 
tial to the continuing conduct of 
war’ was advocated tonight by the 
national peace conference. 

The new act would replace the pres- 
ent law which expires 
1936, and which outlaws export 
warring nations only of “arms, am- 
munition or implements of war.’’ Oil, 
cotton, scrap iron and other basic es- 
sentials for war are not covered by 
the present act. 

With serious war threats to the 
east and west of America, neutrality 
legislation is sure to be among the 
important problems considered 
by the congress which convenes next 
month. 

The proposed new neutrality act 
was drafted by a special committee 
of the peace conference, headed by

“Some air forces still outnumber us 
greatly, based on all ships in service, 
but we will have more new and up-to- 
date equipment.” 

This spokesman was quick to add, 
however, that even this impressive 
number of new planes scarcely will be 
adequate for replacement purposes and 
will augment the army’s present air | 
strength only slightly because of the | 


rapidity of obsolescence. 
It is estimated that approximately | 
450 new planes annually are required | 
to replace those wearing out.

For this reason, Secretary Dern! 
has urgently recommended a_ five-!

179 WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—Wise Senator Borah did a little dele- 
gate-counting under his breath before he took his leap into the 
presidential swim. He hatched his advance prospects, and he rehatched 
them. In the end he counted up privately to exactly 179 delegates. 
This inside figure represented the force he thought he could reasonably 
expect to accumulate for the republican nominating convention in Cleve- 
land June 9. 
_ It is roughly one-third of the delegates who will be there, not enough 
to nominate, but probably more than anyone else would have if the dele- 
gates were assembled today. 

The way Borah and his counselors arrived. at their figure is simple.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


As I endeavor to emphasize in the 
booklet “‘Building Vitality,” copy of 
which any reader may obtain on re- 
quest if he incloses 10 cents and 
stamped addressed envelope, arterio- 
sclerosis is a progressive nutritional 
derangement of the arterial wall and 
the degenerative change begins in the 
intima or endothelial lining of the ar- 


tery. 

To many older students that last 
fact suggests at once some irritant or 
some poison in the bloodstream, as 
the essential cause of ateriosclerosis. 
But the older notion of toxemia or 
poison circulating in the blood stream 
was rather hypothetical. I mean the 
presence of poison, toxin or harmful 
waste matter of any sort or harmful 
was imaginary, not demonstrated. Iin- 
deed, the whole prodigious edifice of 
‘‘auto-intoxication,” ‘“‘autotoxemia” of 
“toxicosis’ as an explanation for 
whatever ailment or complaint the pa- 
tient happens to have, was erected on 
a foundation of pure morbid fancy 
without support by scientific fact. No 
one has identified the imaginary poi- 
son or toxic substance; no one has 
proved that any such injurious sub- 
stance is present in the blood of fhe 
individual developing arteriosclerosis 
or cardio-vascular degenration of any 
kind. 

Alcohol, tobacco (or nicotine), lead, 
syphilis—these are real enough poi- 
sons in the blood, and are generally 
included among causes of ateriosclero- 
sis or CVD. To my mind the evi- 
dence against tobacco is most con- 
vincing. In the past statistics indi- 
cated that arterioscerosis was 15 times 
as common in men from 40 to 50 years 
of age as in women of that age. Now 
that women have taken to smoking 
and so often to excess, I believe this 
difference will be leveled off, ° and 
women will look their age and then 
some. The old-fashioned women man- 
aged to keep their arteries nice and 
soft and young. The ultra-modern 
women seem to be harder all through, 
prematurely old. 

One of the scientists who isolated 
Vitamin C—known now as cevitamit 
acid—recently expressed the opinion 
that this vitamin protects against ar- 
teriosclerosis and other manifestations 
of old age. 

Numerous research workers and 
practicing physicians have observed 
the preventive effect of Vitamin G 
against premature aging of the skin. 

The concept of a deficiency of vita- 
mins in the blood as a factor of early 
arteriosclerosis is more satisfactory 
than the concept of an unidentified 
poison or irritant in the blood. 

These suggestions are fragmentary 
and by no means established facts. IL 
mention them merely because they ap- 
pear to my own mind, and I endeavor 
to get an optimal vitamin ration daily 
to conserve my own arteries. 

In this column October 9 we quoted 
Dr. E. W. Klinefelter’s opinion that 
a low fat diet is vaTudble’in the treat- 
ment of arteriosclerosis, especially in 
the stage before definite hardening of 
the arteries is demonstrable. Later 
we shall discuss this and other die- 
tetic questions of interest tu adults 
who are feeling a little too old for 
their age.

Simple Sincerity of Worship Found || 
In BrazilianChurch,FarFromTown 


This is the 56th of a series of 
articles on South American travel 
by the Rev. Henry Edward Rus- 
sell, of McDonough, Ga—Edi- 
tor’s Noté. 


PERDIZES, Brazil, Nov. 6.—No 
doubt many of you who read this 
went to church last Sunday. I went 


to church too, but never before have 
I attended a service or a church just 
as this one. To begin with it was 75 
miles from the nearest railroad, -far 
fro illage, placed in a 
apes caee Rims osemi-cleared spot 
Sih a Moa in a grove of 
palm and other 

tropical trees. 

The building it- 

self is different 

from any that I. 

have “ever seen 

used for worship. 

It was made like 

a long Indian 

hut. The walls 

were of bamboo 

poles placed up- 

right and held 


together by cross 
pieces tied with 
vines. The pews 
— were benches 
Rev. Russell. made of bamboo 
poles. Five of 
them were lashed together and sup- 
ported by a cross piece placed on four 
stobs that had been driven into the 
dirt floor. This floor was of red clay 
packed hard. The pulpit—it was a 
crude table with long legs that rested 
unsteadily on the packed clay. The 
roof was of palm leaves and the eaves 
had been clipped back gently like a 
little girl’s hair and the bright sun- 
light filtered through the spaces be- 
tween the bamboo poles. 
Simple Sincerity in Worship. 
How aptly the simplicity of the 
building fitted the simple sincerity of 
the worship! It was strange. It was 
different. There was no musical in- 
strument except the breeze swayed 
palms that bowed before the wind that 
made the heat bearable. The people 


who had come to worship had built 
the church and it was a fitting ex- 
pression of their souls. They were 
simple, rustic and eincere. Their close- 
ness to nature seems to give them an 
intimacy with their Creator that all 
men do not share. Millions went to 
church Sunday as they have each Sun- 
day since we began to number our 
calendars Anno Domini but this group 
would have fitted into either of these 
20 centuries of time. 

Besides their faith there was little 
to show their Connection with the 
world as we know it. The chief re- 


minder of the outside world other than 
certain articles of clothing and print- 
ed pages was a staple keg that bore 
the mark of Bethlehem steel. I thought 
it strange that even a barrel there 
should have the name of the birth 
place of Jesus stamped upon it. Of 
course the name of a steel company 
had never been associated with Beth- 
lehem of Judea before. These Portu- 
guese speaking people of the interior 
could not read the trade mark of the 
American steel company but they 
knew what happened in Bethlehem of 
Judea. That was their reason fof be- 
ing at church. 
Distance Shrinks. 

I do not know how far it was to 
the next congregation except that it 
was a long way. But there under that | 
thatched roof I felt that distance did 
not matter. People were going to 
church all over the world for the 
same reason and even though I could 
not speak nor Understand more than 
a scattered word of the service the 
heart beat of the worship was deeply 
felt. Worship in all lands and in all 
times passed before the mind’s eye. 
Tunes from ancient and modern songs 
of praise were sung without the aid 
of musical instrument, prayers were 
spoken that seemed to come from the 
soul as well as from the lips and 
periods of silence spoke—man was 
still to know that God is God. 

A line—‘“mystic sweet communion 
through all the earth,” occurred and 
recurred. Yes, it was mystic, it was 
sweet, it was communion and it was 
through all the earth. 


STOCK TRADERS SEEK 
70 EXPAND ACTIVITY 


Professional Dealers Inter- 
ested in Other Exchanges 
for Extending Facilities. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—(/)—Some 
of Wall Street’s professional stock 
market traders are showing increasing 
interest in facilities of distant ex- 
changes for expansion of their activi- 
ties. 

In their inspections they have con- 
centrated on the San Francisco stock 
exchange and some of the world mar- 
kets abroad, looking for satisfactory 
emergency outlets for their speculative 
work. 

The quest has been inspired by some 
recent news happenings after trading 
hours in New York which, because otf 
their bullish or bearish import, occa- 
sioned sh-rp vibrations immediately 
in some of the distant markets still 
open because located in different time 
zones, 

The quick-on-the-trigger type of 
trader does not relish these situations. 
When important news breaks he wants 
immediately a place where he can buy 
or sell. He feels thwarted if he had 
to wait for the opening of the New 
York stock exchange on the morrow. 

: Stagger System. | 

Even if the outside exchanges have 
decided limitations as regards risk re- 
quirements it is comforting to the 
Wall Street trader to know that world 
security markets operate on a stagger 
system through the 24 hours. 

This is not because of their desire 
to afford opportunity for continuous 
speculative dealings, but by the cir- 
cumstance of a physically revolving 
world and varying time zones. 

Thus in theory, anyway, a New 
York trader could spend an entire 


hopping from one exchange to an- 
other in pursuit of profits. 

He could switch from the New 
York market when it closes at 3 p. m., 
eastern standard time, to the San 
Francisco stock exchange. There he 
would operate for another three hours 
‘in certain of the standard issues of 
‘the New York list. 

After-Dinner Hiatus. 

After dinner there

MGUGIN HOPES 
10 ALTER RULE 
GOVERNING PASS 


Southeastern Confer- 
ence’s “New Deal” Is 
Chief Topic for Group. 


By Bob Cavagnaro. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—(?)—Col- 
lege athletics in general and football 
in particular will command the at- 
tention of 500 coaches and sports 
leaders from all parts of the country 
here in a three-day meeting starting 
tomorrow. 

- Official bodies which will be in ses- 
sion include the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, the Football 
Coaches’ Association, the Track 
Coaches’ Association, Physical Edu- 
cation and Student Health Associa- 
tions and the Sportsmanship Brother- 
hood. 

The general welfa 
athlete. will come 
share of discussion. One of the prin- 
cipal topics will be an appraisal of 
the new deal proposed by the South- 
eastern conference, grouping together 
13 of the oldest and biggest colleges 
in the deep south. 


AID TO ATHLETES. 

This group already has adopted a 
system whereby athletes will receive 
financial or scholarship assistance 
openly and above board on the same 
basis as any other student. This 
step, a drastic advance in an attempt 
to deal with a situation in which the 
facts are well known but rarely ad- 
mitted, is virtually certain to meet 
with sharp criticism. | 

_The Southeastern Association's plan 
will come up for discussion at a round 
table which will be conducted by 
Dean E. L. Mercer of the University 
of Pennsylvania. The question of 
subsidization and recruiting was gone 
into thoroughly at last year’s sessions 
which produced a “nine point” pro- 
gram branding as “unjustifiable” any 
monetary subsidies for athletes. 

Football rules and regulations will 
be taken up by. coaches of the sport. 
Agitation already has been started to 
bring goal posts back to the goal line 
chiefly with a view to stimulate the 
apparently lost art of field-goal kick- 
ing and to give these artists the same 
opportunity to split the uprights 
kickers have in professional foothall. 

McGUGIN PROPOSES. 

Dan McGugin, who spent 30 years 
coaching at Vanderbilt, will present 
a three-point proposal. He would (1Q 
set a standard penalty for interfer- 
ence with pass receivers rather thag 
give the ball to the offensive team 
where the interference occurred; (2) 
provide a penalty for roughing the 
passer just as the kicker is protected 
by a penalty; (3) reduce the penalty 
on the offensive team when a pass 
strikes an ineligible receiver. 

_ “I'd say a 15-yard penalty for pass 
interference would be sufficient,” Me- 
Gugin said. “The interference rule as 
it now stauds puts the outcome of the 
same too much in the hands of the 
officials.”’ 

SPECTATORS, TOO. 


The spectator, mainly the football 
variety, will come in for a share of 
the discussion. The sportsmanship 
brot-erhood will discuss this phase 
of sports at a luncheon tomorrow. De- 
struction of the goal posts in the Yale- 
Dartmouth and Yale-Princeton cun- 
tests before the games were over and 
excessive drinking provoked this topie 
for the luncheon.
